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Morrison Seeks Second Term

Look At Past 
And Future 


1 The p olitical air was considerably cleared 
with announcement by Gov . Frank Morri­ 
son that he would seek a second term as 
gov ernor on the Democratic ticket. This 
will p it him. p robably , against Hastings 
p ublisher and former Secretary of the In­ 
terior Fred Seaton. It Is considered un­ 
likely , at least, that either Morrison or 
Seaton could be defeated in the p rimary . 
The sp lit in the Democratic p arty is at a 
comp arativ ely high lev el and not deep 
enough into the ranks of the p arty to defeat 
Morrison in the p rimary . 
In announcing h i s decision. Morrison 
sp oke in ev en more general terms than 
did Seaton w h e n he 
m a d e his intentions 
known some time ago. 
The 
gov ernor, 
h o w- 
1 
ev er, has said that,he 
will p resent v ery shortly an analy sis of 
his first y ear in office and a look at what 
he hop es for in the future. Morrison said: 
“ I cannot in clear conscience turn aside 
from p rograms that this administration 
has inaugurated. The p eop le serv ing this 
state with ability and dedication in this 
administration should, in my op inion, he 
giv en an op p ortunity to achiev e their goals. 
“Many of these p eop le left more lucra­ 
tiv e emp loy ment to serv e their state. Fair­ 
ness dictates that they be giv en an op p or­ 
tunity to carry on their p rograms to a p oint 
where their worth is fully established . . . 
This administration is but one y ear old. 
We accep t the challenge of p rov ing the 
wisdom of continuing these efforts which 
are mov ing Nebraska forward. We are 
p rep ared to defend this effort against at­ 
tack from any quarter.” 
Obv iously , the p roof of this statement 
will be in' the gov ernor’s p resentation of 
his achiev ements and his ex p ectations. But 
some areas of state gov ernment are well 
enough known that they can be p ointed 
out without any assistance from the gov ­ 
ernor. There is little doubt that the gov ­ 
ernor’s list of the p ast and future will con­ 
tain 
such things 
as 
tourist 
p romotion, 
p arks and recreation dev elop ment, stimu­ 
lation of the cultural foundations of the 
state, imp rov ements for the care of re­ 
tarded children, industrial dev elop ment, 
agricultural research and resources dev el- 


lected dep artmental heads of ability anc 
has been inv olv ed in no major failure. To 
list all of these things—and the gov ernor 
will no doubt submit many more—is cer­ 
tainly to p resent the gov ernor in a'fav o r­ 
able light. 
It is fair to say , too, that he is entitled 
to such a light. If the gov ernor is to be 
giv en credit for things that are lacking, 
he cannot be denied a p art in that which 
has been accomp lished. Some will question, 
howev er, ex actly 
what Morrison 
should 
hav e credit for and not ev ery one will agree 
that all of the abov e things are the gov ern­ 
or’s p rogram. There can be no doubt that 
he has earned credit for tourist p romotion, 
for cultural dev elop ment, for the safety 
p rogram, for the retarded children work 
and for his ap p ointments. All of these are 
commendable achiev ements and it is hop ed 
that they are continued, whoev er the nex t 
gov ernor might be.

During Morrison’s administration, too, 
there has been a change in the manage­ 
ment of state institutions as well as im­ 
p rov ements in some areas of state p ur­ 
chasing. The gov ernor sp arked early in 
his administration the nation’s first bread­ 
basket conference, has shown an activ e 
interest in y outh affairs, has maintained 
a v igorous traffic safety p rogram, has se* 


Those things that are left are the areas 
in which authorship will be disp uted. Still, 
Gov ernor Morrison has p romoted those 
things and ap p rov ed of them and had he 
failed to do this, some of them would p rob­ 
ably hav e been destroy ed. Agricultural re­ 
search would not be successful without the 
full sup p ort of the gov ernor and his weight 
has been felt in a number of imp ortant 
resources dev elop ment p rojects. 
It is too early y et to judge the gov ernor's 
administration of state institutions under 
the new sy stem started Jan. 1. The first 
actions of George Morris, whom Morrison 
ap p ointed to direct the affairs of state in­ 
stitutions, hav e been commendable and 
.Morris has the p otential to make the new 
p rogram a v ery fine success. 
The gov ernor has shown little inclination 
to p rov ide leadership in the field of tax es 
and education and has 
ex p ounded 
a 
p olitical 
p hilosop hy that is for­ 
eign to the thinking of 
many who are engaged 
in that game. He has had a tendency to 
sp eak in generalities and has shown hesi­ 
tancy in backing up his words with deeds. 
On balance, the gov ernor’s first y ear has 
been as constructiv e as it might be ex ­ 
p ected to be by the av erage observ er and 
the gov ernor’^ imp lication that one y ear 
is hardly sufficient time to p rov e any thing 
cannot be challenged. 
So, has the gov ernor’s first y ear been 
such as to p romise p rogress in the future? 
Most p eop le, then, will p robably v ote in 
Nov ember on what they ex p ect from Mor­ 
rison as op p osed to what the GOP has to 
offer. To date, no GOP candidate has 
shown p romise bey ond or ev en equal to 
that of the incumbent gov ernor.

Free Mail For Reds 


While it is doubtful that the av erage Ne­ 
braskan is too concerned one way or an­ 
other with it, Rep . Glenn Cunningham is 
making ev ery effort to eliminate the free 
distribution 
of communist 
mail 
in 
the 
United States. If no thought at all is giv en 
to this p rocedure, it is ex p ected that it 
would be generally condemned. But it is a 
mistake to think that Uncle Sam is just 
doing a good turn for the Commies in let­ 
ting them mail things free all ov er the U.S. 
There is nobody in the Post Office De­ 
p artment with such kind feelings toward 
the Russians. What the p rogram actually is 
is an ex p ression of the confidence of the 
United States in the free enterp rise sy stem. 
We distribute Russian mail free in the 
U.S. and they distribute U.S. mail free in 
Russia. We are simp ly betting that we can 
make more 
success 
selling the Russian 
p eop le on our way of life and p hilosop hy 
than the Reds can make in selling Ameri­ 
cans on communism. 


When y ou look at it In this way , it is 
not ex actly the foolhardy thing that Rep re­ 
sentativ e Cunningham would hav e us be­ 
liev e. There is no question that we could 
eliminate this p rogram and go on liv ing. It 
is doubtful that the elimination of the p ro­ 
gram would make any difference at all in 
the ov erall relations between the U.S. and 
Russia and 
in the final 
outcome of the 
struggle between East and West. 
Many things would be unthinkable, as 
Rep resentativ e Cunningham p uts it, if we 
looked at only one side of the p icture. 
May be it is unthinkable that we hav e Amer­ 
ican boy s stationed in Germany when they 
would much rather be at home but we 
hav e chosen to p it democracy against com­ 
munism there and are confident of which 
side will win. We hav e simp ly done the 
same thing in the smaller area of free mail 
distribution. It is ridiculous to sell the free 
mail p rogram as some sort of concession 
to Russia and discriminate against our own 
p eop le.

the p resent six Europ ean nations but for 
the entire western family of nations. In this 
resp ect the mov e not only offers American 
business bright new horizons, but funda­ 
mental changes as well in the traditional 
American concep t of foreign trade. 
In p rincip le Americans need hav e no fear 
of such innov ation, only a sense of p ru­ 
dence in bringing it about. An integrated 
market is not nov el. The most recent and

brilliant ex amp le of one such, ex cep ting the 
Europ ean Economic Community , is in the 
relationship of the American states them­ 
selv es. From the beginning of the federal 
union the member states p racticed a free 
flow of goods and free mov ement of work­ 
men from state to state under integration 
that was not only economic, but p olitical. 
There were many sp ecial v irtues contribut­ 
ing to the brilliant success of the United 
States but economic integration must be 
classed as one of the imp ortant ones.

Morrison Seeks Second Term 


Look At Past 
And Future 


By WILLIAM 
The political air was considerably cleared 
with announcement by Gov. Frank Morri­ 
son that he would seek a second term as 
governor on the Democratic ticket. This 
will pit him, probably, against Hastings 
publisher and former Secretary of the In­ 
terior Fred Seaton. It Is considered un­ 
likely, at least, that either Morrison or 
Seaton could be defeated in the primary. 
The split in the Democratic party is at a 
comparatively high level and not deep 
enough into the ranks of the party to defeat 
Morrison in the primary. 
In announcing h i s decision, Morrison 
spoke in even more general terms than 
did Seaton 
w h e n he 
m a d e his intentions 
known some time ago. 
The governor, h o w- 
..................... . 
ever, has said that he 
will present very shortly an analysis of 
his first year in office and a look at what 
he h(H>es for in the future. Morrison said: 
“ 1 cannot in clear conscience turn aside 
from programs that this administration 
has inaugurated. The people serving this 
state with ability and dedication in this 
administration should, in my opinion, be 
given an opportunity to achieve their goals. 
“.Many of these people left more lucra­ 
tive employment to serve their state. Fair­ 
ness dictates that they be given an oppor­ 
tunity to carry on their programs to a point 
where their worth Is fully established . . . 
This administration is but one year old. 
We accept the challenge of proving the 
wisdom of continuing these efforts which 
are moving Nebraska forward. We are 
prepared to defend this effort against at­ 
tack from any quarter.” 
Obviously, the proof of this statement 
will be in the governor’s presentation of 
his achievements and his expectations. But 
some areas of state government are well 
enough known that they can be pointed 
out without any assistance from the gov­ 
ernor. There is little doubt that the gov­ 
ernor’s list of the past and future will con­ 
tain such things as tourist promoiion, 
parks and recreation development, stimu­ 
lation of the cultural foundations of the 
state, improvements for the care of re­ 
tarded children, industrial development, 
agricultural research and resources devel­ 
opment. 
★ 
During Morrison’s administration, too, 
there has been a change in the manage­ 
ment of state institutions as well as im­ 
provements in some areas of state pur­ 
chasing. The governor sparked early in 
his administration the nation’s first bread­ 
basket conference, has shown an active 
interest in youth affairs, has maintained 
a vigorous traffic safety program, has se- 


0. nOBLER 
lected departmental heads of ability anc 
has been involved in no major failure. To 
list all of these things—and the governor 
will no doubt submit many more—is cer­ 
tainly to present the governor in a favor­ 
able light. 
It is fair to say, too, that he Is entitled 
to such a light. If the governor is to be 
given credit for things that are lacking, 
he cannot be denied a part In that which 
has been accomplished. Some will question, 
however, exactly what Morrison should 
have credit for and not everyone will agree 
that all of the above things are the govern­ 
or’s program. There can be no doubt that 
he has earned credit for tourist promotion, 
for cultural development, for the safety 
program, for the retarded children work 
and for his appointments. All of these are 
commendable achievements and it Is hoped 
that they are continued, whoever the next 
governor might be. 


Those things that are left are the areas 
in which authorship will be disputed. Still, 
Governor Morrison has promoted those 
things and approved of them and had he 
failed to do this, some of them would prob­ 
ably have been destroyed. .Agricultural re­ 
search w'Ould not be successful without the 
full support of the governor and his weight 
has been felt in a number of important 
resources development projects. 
It is too early yet to judge the governor's 
administration of state institutions under 
the new system started Jan. 1. The first 
actions of George Morris, whom Morrison 
appointed to direct the affairs of state in­ 
stitutions, have been commendable and 
.Morris has the potential to make the new 
program a very fine success. 
The governor has shown little inclination 
to provide leadership in the field of taxes 
and education and has 
expounded a political 
philosophy that is for­ 
eign to the thinking of 
many who are engaged 
in that game. He has had a tendency to 
speak in generalities and has shown hesi­ 
tancy in backing up his words with deeds. 
On balance, the governor’s first year has 
been as constructive as it might be ex­ 
pected to be by the average observer and 
the governor’^ implication that one year 
is hardly sufficient time to prove anything 
cannot be challenged. 
So, has the governor’s first year been 
such as to promise progress in the future? 
.Most people, then, will probably vote in 
November on what they expect from Mor­ 
rison as opposed to what the GOP has to 
offer. To date, no GOP candidate has 
shown promise beyond or even equal to 
that of the incumbent governor.

Free Mail For Reds 


While it is doubtful that the average Ne­ 
braskan is too concerned one way or an­ 
other with it, Rep. Glenn Cunningham is 
making « very effort to eliminate the free 
distribution of communist mail in the 
United States. If no thought at all is given 
to this procedure, it is expected, that it 
would be generally condemned. But it is 
a 
mistake to think that Uncle Sam is just 
doing a good turn for the Commies in let­ 
ting them mail things free all over the r.S . 
There is nobody in the Post Office De­ 
partment with such kind feelings toward 
the Russians. What the program actually is 
is an expression of the confidence of the 
United States in the free enterprise system. 
We distribute Russian mail free m the 
U.S. and they distribute U.S. mail free in 
Russia. We are simply betting that we can 
make more 
success 
selling the Russian 
people on our w'ay of life and philosophy 
than the Reds can make in selling Ameri­ 
cans on communism. 


When you look at it in this way. it is 
not exactly the foolhardy thing that Repre­ 
sentative Cunningham would have us be­ 
lieve. There is no question that we could 
eliminate this program and go on living. It 
is doubtful that the elimination of the pro­ 
gram would make any difference at all in 
the overall relations between the U.S. and 
Russia and in the final 
outcome of the 
struggle between East and West. 
.Many things would be unthinkaWe, as 
Representative Cunningham puts it, if we 
looked at only one side of the picture. 
.Maybe it is unthinkable that we have Amer­ 
ican boys stationed in Germany when they 
w'ould much rather be at home but we 
have chosen to pit democracy against com­ 
munism there and are confident of which 
side will win. We have simply done the 
same thing in the smaller area of free mail 
distribution. It is ridiculous to sell the free 
mail program as some sort of concession 
to Russia and discriminate against our own 
people. 
Our Own Example 


The Denver Post asserts that the U.S. 
tariff bargain with the European Eco­ 
nomic Community, now being concluded at 
Brussels, 
Belgium, 
opens 
bright 
new 
horizons for .American producers. 
The bargain w'hich President Kennedy 
describes as a “ bold new instrument” car­ 
ries the United States farther along the 
road to free trade, far enough, in the opin­ 
ion of many, to culminate ultimately in 
an integrated common market, not just for 
the present six European nations but for 
the entire western family of nations. In this 
respect the move not only offers .American 
business bright new horizons, but funda­ 
mental changes as well in the traditional 
American concept of foreign trade. 
In principle Americans need have no fear 
of such innovation, only a sense of pru­ 
dence m bringing it about. An integrated 
market is not novel. The most recent and 


brilliant example of one such, excepting the 
European Economic Community, is in the 
relationship of the .American states them­ 
selves. From the beginning of the federal 
union the member states practiced a free 
flow of goods and free movement of work­ 
men from state to state under integration 
that was not only economic, but political. 
There were many special virtues contribut­ 
ing to the brilliant success of the United 
States but economic integration must be 
classed as one of the important ones. 
Though 
the 
United 
States 
has 
long 
cherished the principle of high tariff bar­ 
riers in international trade it would have 
none of it at home, and, thereby, showed 
an inconsistency. For tariff barriers re­ 
strain trade while .America grew' within its 
own borders by bringing 
as many citizens 
into the market as possible.

WASHINGTON — In June, 
19 58, John A. McCone, the 
new would-be Central Intel­ 
ligence chief, wrote a letter 
to Sherman

McCone, 
might have a conflict of in­ 
terest as new chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, 
Ignoring the fact that the 
Goldfine 
charges 
against 
Adams had not made him 
the best 
man 
to 
act as 
judge, 
McCone 
listed 
the 
Utah Construction Company. 
K a i s e r 
Engineers, 
Dow 
Chemical, Union Carbide as 
doing large 
business with 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, and simultaneously do­ 
ing business with his own 
privately 
owned 
shipping 
companies. 
Significantly, two of these 
companies, Kaiser and Utah 
Construction, 
showed 
t h e 
pattern of business links Mc­ 
Cone has kept with his old 
associates 
and 
war 
prof­ 
iteers. McCone was presi­ 
dent 
and 
a 
partner with 
Henry Kaiser and associates 
in 
running 
the 
California 
shipbuilding company 
dur­ 
ing the war when they rolled 
an investment of $100.000 in­ 
to an over-all profit of $44,- 
000,000. 
Later, when he was under 
secretary of the .Air Force, 
McCone gave his old part­ 
ner a quickie flying boxcar 
contract at three times the 
cost the .Air Force was pay­ 
ing Fairchild. 
Incidentally, 
Senate hearings 
conducted 
by the late Sen. 
S t yl e s 
Bridges of New Hampshire 
showed that Kaiser and his 


subsidiaries got a total of

in

RFC loans; received $6,568,-

tracts and got approximate­ 
ly half a billion dollars in 
quickie tax write-offs.

Kaiser has also been one 
of the biggest contractors 
with 
the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission including the pe­ 
riod when Kaiser’s old part­ 
ner. John McCone, was AFC 
chairman. 
The company which oper­ 
ates under the all-inclusive 
name of Utah Construction 
Company is also part-owned 
by Kaiser and actually is a 
big seller of uranium to the 
AEC through its subsidiary, 
Lucky Me Uranium 
Corp. 
Union Carbide is one of the 
biggest contractor! with the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
It not only sells uranium to 
the .AEC, but operates AEC 
plants at Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
and Paducah, Ky . Both Un­ 
ion Carbide and the Kaiser 
interests benefited from the 
.AEC’s decision not to buy 
uranium from “ underdev el­ 
oped countries.”

Collapse of efforts to retain baseball in Lincoln for 
19 62—thanks larg ely to the back-biting of old hands in the 
Three I Leag ue and tam pering by the M idwest Leag ue— 
prom pts Kenneth W. Veon of Lincoln to pen som e thoughts. 
Mr. Veon’s sug g estions, in the form of questions as to 
their feasibility, include: 
—A Class A or Class B leag ue including Lincoln, Des 
M oines, Topeka, Hutchinson, Pueblo and Colorado Springs; 
Wichita or St. J oe if D es M oines isn’t available. 
—R ecall of O. M. Hobbs, form er W estern Leag ue pres­ 
ident, to guide the re-organization of the old WL, either as 
a Class A or Class B leag ue. 
—Baltim ore, M ilwaukee, Chicago White Sox and the 
.New York M ets furnishing 4 working ag reem ents, with 
the F arm D irectors pooUng^HSlass B players for the two 
leag ue team s. 
—Co-of)eration of the m ajor leag ues as a result of the 
“ com pact leag u e.” 
—R enew ed efforts of the Linc‘oln press to boost fan 
interest here and in the other com m unities. 
Nothing 'New' 
In answer to the queries, I can say “ neg ative” to all 
points. Not that the ideas are necessarily bad, but most 
of them have been tried before and the m ajor leag ues 
have already written off any possible lineup for 19 62. 
Point by point. I’d analyze the situation this way; 
1. Des M oines has indicated it wants no part of pro­ 
fessional baseball, to begin with, and while the idea of a 
leag ue which includes the eastern cities proposed is a 
gocKl one—there’s a catch. Colorado Springs and Pueblo— 
which already has torn down its baseball park, by the way 
—are to far rem oved from the other cities. Three 1 and 
W estern liCague travel was blam ed for m ajor leag ue with­ 
drawal—they’d never buy such a widespread loop ag ain, 
either Class B or Class A. 
2. D espite valiant efforts, Mr. Hobbs was unable to 
save the old W estern. While he’d m ake every effort—if he 
accepted the task—it would be much m ore difficult, even 
im possible, to rebuild a far-flung leag ue than to keep an 
existing one alive. 
3. The working ag reem ent plan sug g ested was devised 
at the national convention, but was vetoed by Burlington 
and Des M oines. Now the m ajor leag ue clubs have made 
other com m itm ents for their players. 
4. Since the proposed leag ue would not be com pact, 
the majors would balk. Consolidation is the aim these days. 
5. A drunk m ust have desire to stop drinking or he 
can ’t stay on the wagon. Likewise, a city—fans, busi­ 
nessm en, etc.—must want baseball before the press can 
be truly effective. The press can’t force baseball on any 
city, it its presence isn’t wanted. 
More Needed 
This corner stood behind baseball 100 per cent—and 
will in tl:e future—just as did fellow s like Vaulx Risser 
and Jim Kbel, to nam e a couple. 
But it takes more than just a handful of dedicated 
people to g et the job done—like full-scale com m unity 
support and Interest, leag ue co-operation and respect for 
each of the other clubs and cities, and effective support 
of baseball, m ajor and minor. 
rnfortunately, not all of these requisites were ful­ 
filled and Lincoln is without professional baseball. 
FS: Best hope for the future—a truly com pact Class 
A League for 19 63 (Lincoln, Des M oines, Topeka, Hutchin­ 
son, Sioux City and Sioux F’alls, for exam ple) or the 
entry of Lincoln and Des Moines into the Triple A Am er­ 
ican A ssociation, which needs two more cities.

Justice Department was re­ 
ported ready Tuesday to move 
against leaders of the U.S. 
Communist Party for failing 
to register with the govern­ 
ment. 
Department attorney s may 
begin presenting 
e vi d e nc e 
Wednesday to a federal grand 
jury here concerning the re­ 
fusal of the Community offi­ 
cials to comply with the In­ 
ternal Security Act of 19 50. 
The tip-off came Tuesday 
with the filing in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court of letters author­ 
izing 3 attorney s in the de­ 
partm ent’s Internal Security 
Division to conduct an inves­ 
tigation of possible violations 
of security laws. 
Such letters are required 
when the department sends 
its own lawy ers, rather than 
the district attorney ’s staff, 
to appear before a 
gr a nd 
jury . 
The Supreme Court ruled 
last October that the party , 
its officers and its members 
must register with the at­ 
torney general or face prison 
terms and heavy fines. 
The party , which defied the 
order, was indicted last Dec. 
1 on 12 counts of failing to 


register and disclose its mem­ 
bership, 
list 
of 
printing 
presses and financial records. 
It faces a maximum fine of 
$120,000 if the charges are 
proved. 
The department said after 
the officers did not register 
by a Dec. 1 deadline that it 
would start enforcing the reg­ 
istration requirements for Red 
leaders this month, 
A J us t i c e Department 
spokesman refused to confirm 
or deny reports that the gov­
